"But T have written enough, and will only 
add a remark in reference to tho return of 
some recruits, which seems to be misunder- 
stood. A number came here with ho definite 
idea of wh it was expected of them. Tbink- 
ihg they were going on a frolic, they came 
and found hard work lefore them. An en- 
listment for the war is the only terms offered, 
and this, with hard drilling and cainp duty, 
has scared o f a few."

Mr. POWELL said : 

Mr. Prk.-idkxt: I desire ut this time to 
make ft few brief remarks upon the pending 
resolution. We have fallen upon very 
strange times. The Congress of the nation 
has been assembled in extraordinary session 
for the purpose of considering matters of the 
gravest import. We are in (he midst of a 
revolution which has das mem be rod the Con- 
federacy. We are now called upon to vote 
for a resolution approving the acts of the 
President of the United States that are spe- 
cifically set forth in the resolution. Sir, I 
consider that the President, in manv acts set 
forth in this resoluiion. lias violated the Con- 
stitution of the land. The object of this reso- 
lution, as I have before stated, is to approve 
and justify the Executive in those acts. It is 
not my purpose to enter into any very elab- 
orate argument. I shall content myself with 
very briefly stating the reasons why I cannot 
vote for the resolution, and I shall proceed at 
once to the consideration of tho resolution, 
and notice each and every act set forth in it 
which wo arc tailed upon to approve and 
sanction.

in the Constitution. That elevated and dit 
Unguis bed officer of the Government lias no 
more power to infract the Constitution or the 
laws than thchumblest citizenof the land. His 
duties are prescribed in the Constitution and 
the laws, and he swears to be true and faith- 
ful to that Constitution. I will read the 
clause of the Constitution prescribing the 
oath of the President of the United Stntes. 
Before enter n^ on the duties of his office, 
the Chief Executive Magistrate takes this 
oath : 

"Vdo solemnly swear lor affirm) that I will faith- 
fully execute the office of President of the United 
States, and will, to the best of my ability, preserve, 
protect, add defend the Constitution of the United 
States," 

Each Senator and each official of this Gov- 
ernment, on entering upon the discharge of the 
functions of his office, takes an oath to support 
the Constitution'; and I "hould consider that 
I was recreant to my duty us a Senator, if I 
did not oppose the act of every officer of the 
Government who. us I conceived, had violated 
tho Constitution of the country. The acts 
that are set forth in the resolution under con- 
sideration are plain and distinct. After the 
ordinary whereas, it states :

"That whenever the laws ef the United Srares 
shall be opposed, or the execution thoreof obstruct- 
ed, in any State, by combinations too powerful to be 
suppressed by the ordinary course of judicial pro- 
ceedings, or by the powers vested in the marshals by 
this act, it shall bo lawful for the President of the 
United States to call forth the militia of such Stale, 
or of any other State or States, as may be necessary 
to suppress such combinations, and to cause the 
laws to be duly executed ; and the use of militia so 
to bo called forth may be continued, if necessary 
until tho exoiratiou of thirty days after the com- 
mencement of the then next session of Congress." 

Tnat is the only law within my knowledge 
that authorizes the President to call out the 
militia of the i'nited States. I readily admit 
that if the call for seventy-five thousand men 
was made solely for the purpose of protect- 
ing this capital, and for the purpose designat- 
ed in this resolution, it w as constitutional and 
valid. If, however, tho purpose of the call 
for seventy-five thousand men was for the 
purpose of making war on the sovereign 
States of this Union, I hold the act to be in- 
valid, because I hold that we have no power 
to make war upon a State of this I'nion 
There is no such warrant in the Constitution 
Our illustrious fathers, when framing that in 
strument. declinod to give any such power. 
It was expressly proposed to clothe the Gov- 
ernment with power to coerce a State; and 
after a most elaborate debute, in which such 
men as Madison, Hamilton, Ellsworth, and 
others participated, it was unanimously re- 
jected. However, sir, so far as that is con- 
cerned, I shall say no more. Tho constitu- 
tionality of the act calling out the seventy- 
five thousand men, in mv judgment, depends 
altogether on the uses the President intended 
to mako of the army which ho organised. I 
confess that the creation of such a vast army 
looked to me very much like desiring a war 
of subjugation. So far, however. a« the Pres- 
ident acted in defense of the capital, I believe 
he had the power to call forth the militia un- 
der the act of 1793 for that purpose. That 
act prescribes that tho President shall call 
forth the militia, but not for a longer term 
than thirty days after the next meeting of 
Congress. I believe his proclamation calling 
for seventy-five thousand men, so far as the 
time was concerned, was within the purview 
of that statute. 

The next act of the President is sot forth in 
the preamble in these words; 

"Secondly. He did. on the 19th day of April last, 
issoe a proclamation setting on foot a blockade of 
the porta within the States of South Carolina, Geor- 
gia, Alabama. Florida. Mississippi. Louisiana, and 
Texas. Thirdly . He did, on tha 17th day of April 
last, issue a proclamation establishing a blockade of 
the ports within the Slates of Virginia and North 
Carolina." 

I hold, sir," that, under the Constitution. I 
the President has no power to blockade the i 
ports of the United States. Congress alone j 
possesses the war-making power, under our 
system of government. A blockade is neoee- J 
aarily it war measure; and. in iny judgment, 
it could not be proclaimed by the President , 
until Congress had declared war. The Con 



It has been decided by the highest judicial 
tribunal iu the land, that the legislative pow- 
er alone has the authority to suspend the writ 
of habeas corpus, and then only in the cases 
provided in the Constitution. .Judge Story, 
in his Commentaries on the Constitution, also 
| holds the same doctrine. Speaking of the 

j hnbrn.i corpus clause in the Constitution, he 

I says : 

"It is obvious that cases of a peculiar emergency 
i may r.rise which in;iy justify, nay. even require, the 
I temporary suspension of any right to the writ. Hut 
! as it has frequently happened iu foreign countries. 
; and even in F.ngland. that the writ has. upon vari- 
lous pretexts and occasions, been suspended, where- 
by persons apprehended upon suspieioii have suffered 
j a long imprisonment, sometimes from design, and 
sometimes, becauso 'hey wore torgotlen. the right to 
suspend it is expressly confined to cases of rebellion 
or invasion, where the public safety may require it — 
a very just and wholesome restraint, which cuts 
down at a blow a fruitful means of oppression, capa- 
ble of being abused in bad times to the worst of pur- 
poses. Hitherto, no suspension of the writ has ever 
been authorised by Congress since the establishment 
of tho Constitution. It would seem, as the power is 
given toCongress to suspend the writof habea* rnr- 
pit* in cases of rebellion or invasion, that the right 
to judge whether the exigency hail arisen must ex- 
clusively belong to that body. — 3 S'oi-if'* Commen- 
tarie* on the Lonttitntion. section \jUk\ 

That, sir, inexplicit. I think, therefore, there 
can be no doubt that the President, when he 
assumed tosuspend the writ of Mtt&eai eotjnu, 
violated the Constitution and laws of his 
country that be had sworn to defend, support, 
and protect. He has exercised a power that 
has not been exercised, or attempted to be ex- 
B raised, by a sovereign of Great lirituin since 
Id**. Judge Blnckstone, in the first volume 
of his Commentaries, asserts that the right 
tosuspend the writ t>f habeas corpus in Great 
i Britain is in Parliament alone. The king, 
the sovereign, has no such power, and that 
has been held by tho liberty-loving men of 
Great Britain from the days of Magna Char- 
ta to this time. When the English barons ex- 
acted of the ignominious and pusillanimous 
King John the great charter of liberty, they 
secured in it their rights in this matter of 
habeas corpus. We find in that celebrated 
charter this language : 



"No freeman shall be seined, or imprisoned, or dis- 
seised, or outlawed, or any way destroyed, nor will 
we go upon him. nor will we scud upon him. except 
by I he leg il judgment of bis peers, or by I be law of 
the land: 

"To none will we sell, to will wo deny, to none will 
wo delay , right or iusticc." 

That is the language the barons used in that 
celebrated charter which they extorted from 
King John. From that day, sir, down to the 
revolution of liiHsi, which placed William 
ami Mary, of Orange, upon the throne of 
Great Britain, I know there was a contest 
constantly going on between the people and 
their sovereigns as to whether that writ could 
be suspended by the king. By the act of 
Charles II, which is commonly called a sec- 
ond Magna Charta, it was secured to the citi- 
zen. Heavy fines were imposed on the judges 
who should refuse to grant that writ. The 
mode and manner of administering the law 
touching the habeas corpus was declared in 
that celebrated statute, and heavy and vast 
penalties imposed upon those who dared to 
refuse it, or to deny it. Since the year 1683, 
no British sovereign has claimed the power 
to suspend this writ, so far as I am advised. 

The President, in suspending this writ, lias 
necessarily suspended all the laws of the land 
that require the judges to administer the law. 
In one of the early Congresses, I believe in the 
very first Congress, there was a law passed 
authorizing all the judges of the United States 
to issue this writ. Mr. Lincoln, when he sus- 
pends that writ, when he denies to the judges 
of the land the power to execute the law, sus- 
pends the law as well as violates the Consti- 
tution; neither of which he has a right to do. 
The President is an executive officer. He has 
no right to administer the laws ; he has no 
right to suspend the laws ; his sole duty is to 
see that they are faithfully executed. Sir. 
the English people, in their bill of rights, to 
which William and Mary, upon their acces- 
sion to the throne, assented, spoke very spe- 
cifically on this subject. The very first charge 
enumerated against King James was. that lie 
endeavored to subvert the religion, laws, and , 
liberties of the realm — 

"By assuming and exercising a powerof dispens- 1 
ing with and suspending of laws, and the execution j 
of laws, without consent of Parliament." 

The President has suspended the laws in i 
violation of the Constitution, in a matter, too, , 



to sanction, but, in the language of the reso- 
lution, to approve it. Sir, I never, never will 
approve the violation of tho Constitution of 
my country by any man, high or low. wheth- 
er it be the President of the United State- or 
the most contemptible constable in the land ; 
I never can and I never will approve a plain, 
clear, palpable violation of tho Constitution 
of my country. I believe that I should be an 
unworthy Senator of a great and free Com- 
monwealth if I were to do so. 

Senators, in these distracted times, when 
our country is reeling and being torn asunder, 
when hostilo armies are about to meet in 
stem conllict, in God's name let us preserve 
the Constitution of our country as the great 
temple of our liberties. I have looked upon 
that Constitution us the shield that w as throw n 
around the rights of the citizen, which pro- 
tected them in their rights of person and 
property; but that does not seem to be the 
case now. Senators, we have but the Con- 
stitution left. In Heaven s name let us pre- 
serve it. 

We find, Mr. President, that the very first 



What saved it '.' If saved at all. it was saved 
by the volunteer force that came to the stand- 
ard of the Government under the proclama- 
tion of the President. I do not know whether 
the confederate Stales intended to take this 
capital. If they did, it was the duty of the 
President to use all the menusconfideil to liitn 
by the Constitution to resist the attempt. That 
1 cheerfully admit. But, sir, if the capital 
was saved from an attack, it was saved by the 
volunteer force of the country which was call- 
ed out under the first proclamation of the 
President. 

Senators on the other side of the Chamber, 
and indeed all around have been justly eulog- 
istic of the promptitude w ith which volunteers 
from their respective sections of the country 
rushed to the service, at the call of the Presi- 
dent. When the President had the right to 
call out a milion of men fur the purpose of 
protecting the capital, for the time prescribed 
by the law of 1786, which is until thirty days 
after the expiration of the commencement of 
the then next session of congress, will Senators 
tell me he could not have saved this capital

It further recites: 

"Sixthly. He did. on the lOlh day of May last, is- | 
men proclamation authorizing the commander of 
the forces of the United States on t he coast . ,f Flori- 
da to suspend the writ of habea* corpim, if neces- 
sary." 

I conceive that the President of the United 
States has no power, under the Constitution j 
and the laws of the hind which be has sworn 
to support and execute, to suspend the writ | 
of habeas corpus. There is a single provision 
of the Constitution, upon the subject, and ■ 
that, there can be no doubt, confers upon , 
Congress alone the right to suspend the-w rit 
of habeas cerrpus, under such circumstances as I 
are prescribed in the Constitution itself. The 
Constitution declares, and that, too, under the 
bead of "the legislative power:" 

"The privilege of the writ of habea* corpus shall 
r ot be suspended, unless when, in case of rebellion 1 
and invasion, tbupnblic safety may require it." 

The power is given to Congress, not to the 
President of the C nited States. I know that 
some gentlemen contend that the Constitu- 
tion being silent as to who shall exercise this 
power, the President may as well do it as 
Congress. Put. sir, that clause of the Consti- 
tution is put tinder the head of "legislative, ' 
not '•executive ' powers. Besides, sir. fortu- 
nately we are not left to work out our own 
interpretation of the Constitution on this sub- 1 
ject. It has been held and decided by the 
most august judicial tribunal of the land that 
Congress alone has that power. Chief Jus- 
tice Marshall, in the case IX parte Bollman 
A Swartwout, in 4 Crunch, 1(11, expressly de- 
cides that Congress alone has that power. 
Here is bis language : 

"If at any lime thepublic safety should rcquirca 
suspension of the powers vested by this act in the 
Courtsof ihe United States, it is for the Legislature 
to say so. That questiox depends on political con- 
siderations, on which th" Legislature is to decide. 
Until the Legi- (alive will be expressed, this court 



elated, in the words that I have read, that all 
this suspending of the laws was illegal. They 
declared further : 

"That the raising or keepings standingartiiy with- 
in the kiogdom in tius of peace, unless ii be with 
consent of Parliament, is illegal." 

Our wise and illustrious fathers, who well 
understood the principles of human liberty, 
incorporated the provisions that I have read 
in the Constitution of our land. Our English 
ancestry arraigned one king, drove him from 
bis throne, and assisted in the inauguration of 
another; and then they passed this great char- 
ter, this bill of rights, to which that sovereign 
was compelled to assent before they would 
allow him to mount the throne. And yet, 
sir, we find the President of the United 
States exercising these powers, in direct vio- 
lation of the Constitution of the land; and 
we are called upon, as representatives of the 
people and of the States, not only to Justify and 
to excuse, but absolutely to approve his acts. 
I will read that part of the resolution: 

"That all the extraordinary acts, proclamations, 
and orders hereinbefore mentioned be. and the same 
are hereby , approved and declared to be in nil res- 
pects leg:,I and valid." 

Is there a Senator here who believes that 
the President of the United States has war- 
rant of the law and the Constitution for sus- 
pending this act of habeas corpus? If there 
is. he hold* the Constitution iu a very differ- 
ent light than did the Supreme Court of the 
United States in the decision I have reud. 
Judge Story in his Commentaries, and all 
other commentators on the Constitution. I 
have, to some extent, examined the decisions, 
and I find they all hold the very same doc- 
trine. 

But some gentlemen, as did the Senator 
from Massachusetts [Mr. Wilson] the other 
day. seem to think tin-re was some necessity 
for it. Where ? There could be no necessity 
that would authorize this violation of the 
Constitution. Several persons, I have heard, 
have been imprisoned under it ; among them, 
a man by the name of Merrviiian, in the city 
of Baltimore, and the police commissioners 
of that city, who are now at Fort McHcnrv, 
and denied the privilege of this writ. I think 
there could havp been no necessity for it ; lie- 
cause this writ, in myjndgment. should never 
be suspended, not even in the cases prescribed 
in the Constitution, unless the judges of the 
country are considered too corrupt, to admin- 
ister the law. When the judges become too cor- 
rupt, in the opinion of the legislative depart- 
ment, to administer the law, then I ihink that 
Congress might folly and properly exercise 
the power to suspend this writ in the instances 
prescribed in the Constitution, but not until 
then. 

The Chief Justice of the United States is- 
sued bis w rit to have Mr. Merrvman brought 
before him. It was refused. He then, T be- 
lieve, issued an attachment for contempt 
against the commanding officer at Fort Mc- 



llenrv. General Cadwalader, and the officer of property anywhere 



I hope, therefore, tbift we shall not hear the 
plea of necessity urged any moro in this 
Chamber, for really and verily it did not exist. 
The call of the •President was for seven ty- 
live thousand men; and the Senator from 
Massachusetts [Mr. Wilson] said that in three 
or four days they were marching from his 
State to Washington, They came from all 
over the. oountry, twice, perhaps three times; 
as many as were called for; and they were the 
persons who saved the capital, if it was saved. 
I do not think it is becoming the manhood 
of the Senate thus to depreciate the services 
of the volunteers of the country when ' 
they did this duty, by excusing the President I 
for adding twenty-two thousand men to the: 
regular army, and eighteen thousand seamen 
to the Navy, contrary to the Constitution and 
taws of thecountry, under the plea of necessity 
For one. sir, I never will approve of the vio- . 
lation of the Constitution of my country on '■ 
any plea of necessity — never, never. I have i 
sworn to be true and loyal to it, and I will ' 
approve of the act of no man who wantonly 
and flagrantly violates it. 

And, sir. so Ear as this whole matter is con- 
cerned, allow me to say that this secession, 
this revolution, this dismemberment of the , 
Union, or w hatever you please to call it. was ! 
not suddenly forced upon the Executive of the 
United States. Before the close of the last 1 
session of Congress. I believe, thero were! 
seven States which declared that they were I 
out of the Union. Their Senators left this 
Hall ; they had proceeded to form a provision- j 
al government; and they had denied all and 
every allegiance to the Govrrnment of the 
{Totted States. Mr. Buchanan, then Prcsi- j 
dent of the United States, made known these 
facts to Congress in a message, and told them 
that the remedy was with them, for. he had . 
no power underthe Constitution and laws toact i 
in such an emergency. What were the facts I 
Why. sir. in the lower House they undertook j 
to pass some bill touching this subject. I do ; 
not remember its title; my friend from Ohio, 
[.Mr. BlIIHUI,] who was a distinguished 1 
member of that House, perhaps can tell. I 
know they spoke of it in common parlance 
as the "force bill.'' That bill was rejected in 
the House: at least it was never passed. 
Whether they took a vote on it or not, 1 do not \ 
know; but I know it did not pass. 

Then, sir. here were States claiming to be I 
out of the I'nion. Why did not the present 
President of the United States, when he came i 
into office. , if be wi-hed to increase the Army, 
if he wished to increase the Navy, for the 
purpose of putting down this revolutionary j 
movement Smith, I convene Congress earlier ? 
bo could have convened Congress a month or ! 
two earlier than he did. He did not do it; 
and therefore I say to Senators that I do not 
think the plea of necessity is well taken. I 
This increase of tho Army and the Navv. 
then, did not save your capital or your public 



the court was not permitted to execute that 
last process. What harm could there 
have been in bavins; this man, John 
Morrymnn. brought before the Chief Jus- 
tice of the United Stntes if be were 
lawfully imprisoned?

Then there was no necessity for this in- 
crease of the regular Army; and yet we are 
called upon to approve all these acts, to justi- 
fy and legalize them. Great God! Senators, 
can you legalize a violated and disrupted and 
broken Constitution ? In my judgment, you 
cannot. If you do this on the plea of necessi- 
ty, or because of the extraordinary times by 
w hich we are surrounded, lei me tell vou that 



bis libertv. to discharge him. If he had been ' you s °t a precedent most dangerous to the 
of opinion that he was guilty, and proper- i people of a free country. I had been of the 



lv imprisoned, and the case was not a bailable 
one, he would have to remand him to the 
prison; or if. in his judgment, it were a bail-^ 
able case and the man probably guilty, then 
to discharge him on bail. What barm, if the 
man were really guilty, would there have 
been in bringing him before the Chief Justice, 
and allowing the judgment to lie rendered'' 
Why. sir, if you allow the Executive, or any oth- 
er officer, to suspend this great writ, who is it 
that is secure in his person or his liberty? If 
the President can extend this powerto nil sub- 
alterns in the Army notwithstanding the laws 
and the Constitution, which allow freedom of 
speech, and to a Senator the privilegeto utter 
bis sentiments here without being questioned, 
you might be arrested and put into prison lie- 
fore you reached your lodgings. I tell yon. Sena- 
tors, you should pause before yon approve the 
acts of your President. thn« ruthlessly viola- 
ting the Constitution of your country and sus- 
pending its laws. 

I will say no more on that subject; but I 
will proceed to another branch of the argu- 
ment, for I intend to be very brief: 

"Fifthly . He did, on the 3d day of May last, issue a 
proclamation calling into the service of the United 
States forty -two thousatidl-md tairty-fnvr volnnLeers 
incroising t he regular \rni> by the edition of twonJy- 
two thousand seven hundred and fourteen men, and 
the Navy by an addition of eighteen thousand sea- 
men." 

I demand to know of the friends of this 
resolution the clause of the Constitution or 
the law of the land that authorized the Presi- 
dent of the United Slates to double thestand- 
ing Army, and to make so largean increase of 
Navy of the United States. The Constitution 
of the United States is very specific and dis- 
tinct upon this subject. It confers upon the 
Congress of the United States alone the pow- 
er to raise and support armies, and to provide 
and maintain a navy. I ask Senators to point 
me to the law or to the constitutional warrant 
that authorizes the Presdent of the United 
Stat'-s to raise armies. It i« specifically de- 
clared in this resolution that he has added to 
the regular Army twenty-two thousand seven 
hundred and fourteen men. Ho has more 
than doubled it. Is there any law authorizing 
that? Will gentlemen pretend to say that 
there is? Has it any warrant in theJConstitU- 
lion 7 The Constitution declares that Congress 
shall have the power to raise and support 
armies. In the resolution it is said that the 
President hn« also increased the Navy by an 
addition of eighteen thousand seamen 

Senators, I suppose 
clear of the illegal act of the President 
tinder the plea of necessity. That plea ofi 
necessity, as was well said by my friend 
from Missouri, [Mr. Polk.] has been the 
plea of tyrants the world over. There 
never was 8 king, potentate, orsovereign, when 
he was assuming powers that did not belong 
to him for the purpose of crushing the liber- 
ties of his people, who did not do it under the 
plea of " necessity. ' I hold that that plea, 
even if it was legal, ( which it was not. because 
the Constitution denies him that power,) is 
not well taken, forthe necessity did not exist. 
Was the capital of the United States saved by 



opinion that liberty existed alone in the su- 
premacy of the law. Demogogues may prate 
as they will ; but there is no liberty save in 
the supremacy of tho laws of your country ; 
and if you allow the President, or any other 
officer, to violate theluwsof your country with 
impunity, let me tell you that your liberties 
are fast waning away. Allow it in one case, 
and let some malicons tyrant — a Ciesar or a 
Bonaparte — assume that office in future, and 
he will avail himself of this plea of neoessity, 
and perhaps place around him an armed baud 
of a million of men, in violation of the law; 
and his menials and partisans and favorites 
will say, here is the precedent for it in the Ad- 
ministration of President Abraham Lincoln, 
in the year 1W51, when the whole Senate of 
the nation, under their oath, indorsed that 
violation and infraction of the Constitution. 

Senators, let me tell you that when you 
vote this resolution, in my judgment, yon will 
not only infract the Constitution yourselves, 
(and it is our duty. I hold, to support it, | but, 
py Justifying and approving the action of the 
President, you will set an example most dan- 
gerous to a free people, and one that will be 
a step far towards the overthrow of our liber- 
ties. Others can do as they please; but for 
myself, I cannot and I will not sanction the 
violation of the Constitution of my country 
by any official : I will not applaud it ; I will 
disapprove it; I will condemn it in every form 
that I possibly can. 

Mr. WILKINSON. I should like to ask 
the Senator this question: whether he approve 
of the action of the Governor of Kentucky, in 
refusing to send volunteers here in response 
to the President's proclamation, to defend 
this capital ? 

Mr. POWELL. I will answer the ques- 
tion with a great deal of pleasure. I can say 
to the Senator that! believe all Kentucky 
approved of the action of our Governor, I 
among the rest. I believe that men there of 
every political party approved it. I believe 
it is approved by our entire people. When I 
say entire, of course there may be a few ex- 
ceptions, but certainly every political organ- 
ization in the State, by public resolve, ap- 
proved it. and tho Legislature of the State 
approved it. 

Mr. WI LKINSON. Then I desire to ask 
the Senator whether he wished this capital 
protected? 

Mr. POWELL. Ye*, sir; I did wi«h the 
undertake to get I capital protected, and 1 had supposed thero 
were plenty of men here to protect it. 

Mr. President, it strikes me that in the 
earlier and better days of the Republic, in- 
stead of being engaged in an effort to pass 
through the Senate a resolution approving 
these violations of the Constitution by the 
Chief Executive) Weshoald have been engaged 
in a far different scene. With such wanton, 
such palpable violations of the Constitution, 
the usurping of the war making power, the 
power to raise armies, the power to provide a 
navy — it strikes me if we were in those days 
we should be witnessing a far different scene 
than this. Sir, if the people justly appreci-

I suppose that money was drawn from the 
Treasury, and WSS expended in raising these 
twenty-two thousand men and adding this 
large number of seamen to the Navy. I sup- 
pose that moneys have been expended in car- 
rying on this blockade. If so, it was in vio- 
lation of the Constitution of the country: and 
I do not see how such things could have been 
carried on without nioncv. There was cer- 



I -ending Governors from other States to rule 
over them? That would be the destruction 
of the I nion; you would effect bv that means 
! the very thing that you take up arms to avert. 
You proclaim a war to save the Union; and 
when you accomplish the result Unit my 
friend from Oregon says he is willing to ac- 
complish if necesaary, you have then destroy- 
ed tho Union; you have no longer free, sov- 
ereign States; but you have conquered prov- 
inces of menials nnd slaves, governed bv men 
from Massachusetts and Illinois. I ask tho 
Senator again, if that is restoring the Union?

cions and blood-thirsty. I hoped he would 
not weary of well doing until he converted the 
Republican sidcof this Chamber to those com- 
promise measures. We all on this side were 
for them, are now for them, and would like 
to see this war settled and peace .re- 
stored. We have, in fact, "no stomach for 
thi« fight; " we do not wish to sec our citizens 
shedding each other's blood. But the distin- 
guished Senator further declares : 

" Vow I hope to be among ihe last of all men willing 
to lay down arms at all. I will never vote to do it 
till, without treaty, Ihe flag of the United Slates 
wnve« over every portion of its territory, and over ft 
population either enthusiastically rallying beneath 
its shadow, or else abjoetly subject to its sway." 

Ah ! that sounds very much like subjuga- 
tion I 

"Till then, give the President a million men; till 
then, give him not only Ihe wholo 'evenue of the 
Gorsromsnt, bat the wbols property of the people; 
do not refuse a single regiment : do not furl a single 
sail; do not abate a single jot of all your embattled 
vigor, till that hotirshall come ; but when peace re- 
turns, resume the condition and the arts of peace. 
Ho not make peace until the glory of the American 
tlag shall be its own defen e e." 

Aftei complimenting the gallantry of the 
Southern men, and thinking that perhaps re- 
yersM may be met with in the efforts to con- 
quer them, the Senator goes on to say : 

"Bat, however that may be. it may be that instead 
of finding, within a year, loyal States sending mem- 
bers to Congress, nnd replacing their Senntors upon 
Ibis floor, we may have to reduce them lo the condi- 
tion of Territories, and send from Massachusetts or 
from Illinois Governors to control them. " 

What. Senators, do you think of that senti- 
ment, which was expressed by the distinguish- 
ed Senator from Oregon, the personal and 
confidential friend of the President, nnd I 
think I can say without reflection upon anv 
gentleman upon the other side of the Cham- j 
ber, one of tho most distinguished and able 
Senators on this floor? That Senator has de- 
clared his reverence for the Constitution of 
his country, nnd he undertakes this war — for 
what? It is a war nominally to sustain the 
Union. Now I ask my learned friend from 
Oregon if he thinks that he will maintain the 
constitutional Union of our fathers by reduc- 
ing sovereign States to provinces, nnd send- 
ing to Carolina, to Mississippi, or to Louisiana, 
Governors from Massachusetts and Illinois. 
The remedy proposed is worse than the dis- 
ease. What, sir; restore this Union by re- 
ducing sovereign States to proviacte, and 



very true. They are provided for people who 
are not sovereign. Thev are provided for our 
■ distant Territories when their condition is not 
such as to entitle them to enter the family of 
States ns members of the Confederacy. Thev 
are governed for the purpose of preparing 
them to enter the L T nion as States, and for 
that only. 

But will the Senator say that he observes' 
the Constitution of his country, which guar- 
anties to each State in this Union a republican 
form of government, by destroying a Stato 
organization and reducing it to the condition 
of a Territory, and sending Governors from 
other States to govern it? I am sure my 
friend will not do such injustice to his own 
ability as to assume and urge any such posi- 
tion. 

I expressed, a few moments ngo, my great 
regret that my distinguished friend fro"m Ore- 
gon had withdrawn his adherence from those 
of us who desired peace and conciliation; who 
desired a settlement of tho vexed questions 
agitating the country without a resort to arms. 
I know how fully I appreciated that Senator's 
movements last session, nnd I deeply regret- 
ted that his able and eloquent advocacy of 
peace propositions and amendments to the 
Constitution had so little influence upon Sen- 
ntors upon his side of the Chamber. I still 
declare, to-day, that I desire theso difficulties 
to be settled in any other way than by a re- 
course to arms. I do not believe that this 
Union will ever be reinstated, or that it will 
ever he held together by force of arms. I be- 
lieve that those who really love the Union, 
those who wish to restore the union of these 
States, those who wish to bring them back in 
harmony under the Constitution of the coun- 
try, desire to avert war. I said in my place 
last winter that I believed war was equivalent 
to disunion. I solemnly believe to-dav that 
every battle you fight will widen and deepen 
the chasm that divides the States of this 
Union. In mv judgment. Senators, you can 
never reunite the distracted, broken Confeder- 
acy by force of arms. I do not believe that 
one section can ever conquer the other; but if 
it could, so far from that bringing about the 
result for which you go to war, you would 
have produced the very opposite; you would 
have forever destroyed the constitutional 
Union. 



Senators, in ray Judgment, we should make 
every ettort to settle tliis matter poncciibly. I 
would like to see this war instantly cease on 
both sides, and then see the States that are 
now arrayed in hostile attitude against each 
other, exhaust every means possible for the 
peaceful settlement of the difficulties by such 
ttmendments to the Constitution as would sat- 
isfy all parties, and allow us to live in peace 
and harmony once more as a united people. 
I desire to sec this Union reunited, and this 
constitutional Confederacy go on us u whole 
us much as any man in this Chamber. But I 
feel confident that you can never effect that 
by arms. You must do it by compromise; 
you must do it by conciliation. You cannot 
do it by force. 1 heartily concurred with the 
Senator from Illinois, (now, I regret, no 
more,) the late Mr, Douglas, in the speech 
which he made here on the loth of March 
last. It so fully meet* my views on this ques- 
tion of coercion, that I will send it forward, 
and ask the Clerk to read it. 

The Clerk read, as follows : 

" I prefer Mich nn amicable settlement to poecea- 
ble disunion; and I prefer H a thousand times to civ- 
il war. If we cm adopt «ueh amendments as will bo 
satisfactory to Virgin's, North Carolina. Tenoes-'ee, 
and the other border States, the plan of pacification 
which will «atisfv them will create a I'nion parte in 
th'"C tton HtaBSB, which will soon embrace a large 
maiori'y of the poople in those States, ami bring 
them bark of their own free will and accord; and 
thus re«tora. strengthen, and perpeMitto this glori- 
ous old T'nion forever. I repeat, v haterer guaran- 
tees will satisfy Maryland and the border State! 
(the States nt.w in the I'nion) will create a Union 
part* in *h« speeded S'a'*s tha' will bring 'hem hn-'k 
by the voluntary nctioi of their own people. Yon 
can restore and preeervs the (iovernroent in that 
mot" Von can do it in no other. 

"War |f disunion. War is final, eternal eaneSB. 
tion. Hence, disguise it as yon may, every T'nion 
mm in Jtmanee must advocate such amendments to 
the ron-eontion as will preserve peace and restore 
the Union; while everv di*nnionist. whether open- 
ly or secre'ly id -tfing its destruction, ii the SOV0- 
eate of pnaeefftl secession, or of war, as the surest 
mean* of rendering reanion and reeonstruotioo 
impossible. I have toe much respect for his intel- 
lect to believe, for one moment, that there is a man 
for war who is not a disunionist per *». Hence I do 
n il moan, if I can prevent it. that the enemies of 
thM'nion — men p'-dting to aestrnB II — shall drag 
this -ountrv into war, nnd"r the pretext of protect- 
ing th - * public property and enforcing the laws and 
cello'iing revenue. wh"n their ottjeet is disunion, 
and war the means of accomplishing a cherished 
pnrp-.«e. 

"The di*unioni J ts, therefore, are divided into two 
classes: the one open, the other secret, disunionists. 
The one is in favor of p-vieelul secession and a re- 
cognition of independence ; the other is in favor of 
war as the surest means of accomplishing the object, 
nn 1 of masi-ig the separation trial and eternal. I 
am a I'nion man. and hence against war; but if the 
Union must h ) temporarily broken by a revolution, 
and the establishment of a rfe facto government by 
some of the S'ates, W no act be done that will 

prevent restoration and future preservation , Peace 
i« the only policy that enn lead to that result. 
"Rut we arc ttild and wc hear it repented everywhere 
that we must find pat wh"th°r we have got a Gov- 
ernment. 'Have w a Government?' is the quest ion. 
nn<l we nre told we must test that question by using 
the military power to put down all discontented 
spirits. Sir. this question. 'Have we a Government?' 
has been propounded by every tyrant who has tri-d 
to keep his feet <jn the necks of the people since the 
world begin. When the barons demanded Magna 
Chnrta from King John at Kunnytnede. lie exclaim- 
ed. 'Have we a Government?" and cnll-'d for hjl 
army to nut down the discontented har< s. When 
Charles I attempted to collect the ship ' m icy in 
disregard of the rights of the people. And v, . • resist- 
ed hy th^in.ho cxcla imed. 'ftave we ii Government?' 
Wo ennnot treat with rebels; put down the traitors; 
we mu-o show that we haven Government.' When 
.lames [I was driven from the throne of Kngland for 
tramnling on the liberties of the people, bo called 
for his army, and exclaimed, 'bet ns show that we 
haven Government.' When George HI called upon 
bis army to nut down the rebellion in Amerien. 
Lord North cried lustily, 'No compromise with trai- 
tors ; let us demonstrate that wo have a Govern- 
ment.' When, in 1H4 Q , the people rose u|»on their 
tyrants all over Europe and demanded guarantees 
for their rights, every crowned bead exeliiimed. 
'Have we a Government?' and appealed to the army 
to vindicate their authority and enforce the law. 

"Sir. the history of the world doe* not fail to con- 
demn the folly, weakness, and wickedness of that 
Government which draws its sword upon its own 
people when they demanded guarantees for their 
rights. This cry. that we must have a Government, 
is merely following the example of the besotted 
Konrbon. who never learned anything by misfor- 
tune, never forgave nn injury, never forgot an af- 
front. Must we demonstrate that we have got a 
Government, and coerce ohodienee without reference 
to the justice or injustice of the complaint? Sir. 
whenever fn mnlion poople proclaim to Ton, with 
one unanimous voice, that they apprehend their 
rights, their firesides, and their family altars are in 
danger, it becomes a wiso Government to listen to 
the appeal, and to remove the apprehension. His- 
tory docs not record an example where any human 
government has been strong enough to crush ten 
million poople into subjection when they believed 
their rights and liberties were imperiled without 
first conver' ing the government its. If into a despot- 
ism, and destn ying the last vestige of frcedcin." 

Mr. rOYVKIJ.. Mr. President, the senti- 
ment expressed in the extract just rend (rem 
the speech of the illustrious Senator from Il- 
linois, now no morn, fullv meets mv approval. 
I approveil when it was uttered in this cham- 
ber: I approve it now. I vnrilv believe that 
those who propose to maintain the Union of 
these States by arms are disunionists. They 
may not wish to destroy the Cnioti; but the 
very means to which they resort for the pur- 
pose of saving it. will most assuredlv accom- 
plish its destruction. Henco I have been 
from the beginning opposed, to war, and I am 
now opposed to it. I think that, in this nge. 
as n Christian, enlightened people, we should 
settle these difficulties without a resort to 
arms. If Senators on the other side of the 
Chamber last winter had co-operated with 
Senators on this side, and we could have hud 
h corresponding action in the other House. I 
have no doubt all these difficulties could have 
been settled. It is well known that proposi- 
tions to amend the Constitution were, intro- 
duced here, and that everybodv on this side 
of the Chamber approved them, and was 
readv to go for them: and whv were thev not 
passed? It was because the whole Republi- 
can side of the Senate put their faces against 
them. With the exception, perhaps, of the 
distinguished Senator from Oregon, I do not 
believe thev got ft vote from that side of the 
Senate. My friend from Connecticut (Mr. 
Dixon ) I know made a gallant and patriotic 
speech. bnt»I do not remember that ho voted 
for one of those resolutions, though I will do 
him the justice to say that I believe, if he 
thoughtthev would have passed, he would have 
done so. \Ve did everything in our power, 
by proposing constitutional amendments, to 
avert the difficulty, and restore harm on V to a 
distracted country. Whv was it not done? 

Senators, you on that side of the Chamber 
are responsible for it; and when the passions 
of men shall have abated, and this wild fanat- 
icism, this war-like spirit that now sweeps 
over the land shall have subsided, the people 
of this country will calmly and dispassionate, 
lv look into the history of these times, and if 
it sbaH be. as I fear it will be, that this I'nion 
is forever destroyed, that this mighty fabric 
of our fathers is torn, this great Government 
overthrown, histnrv. impartial history, will 
hold you responsible for it; for you could 
have settled the controversy; vou could have 
settled it peaceably; you could have settled it 
without impairing any rights of any man or 
anv State in the North, bv granting proper 
guarantees to the South which would have 
done you, your property, or your States, no 
harm. You declined to do it: the responsibil- 
ity is with you. I hoped, when the Presi- 
dent summoned us to meet in this extraordi- 
nary session, that I should have seen in the 
message of that distinguished individual some 
proposition of compromise, of peace, and of 
settlement : but I was sorry, on hearing it 
read, to find that it contained no such propo- 
sition. I was in hopes that the dis'ingnished 
Senators on the other side of the Chamber 
would introduce some proposition to restore 
pence to this distracted country ; to reunite, 
if possible, these States; to cause this war, 
that can result in no good to any, but irrepar- 
able and incalculable in jury to all, to cense. 

Sir. I have no doubt now that ft thousand 
millions of money will not make up to this 
country the losses that will have ensued in 
consequence of this revolution. You will go 
on; you will vote here, perhaps, SoOO.OOO.ftrin 
to carry on this war for a single year; and if 
you bring into the field five hundred thou- 
sand mon, on information I get, from distin- 
guished military men, you will have to bo I 
verv economical in the administration of your 
military affairs if it docs not cost you evory | 



dollar of yonr §.1011,000,000 to support your 
five hundred thousand men. You will not 
get enough revenue in the mean time from 
the ordinary sources to pay one third of the 
expenses of your civil Government. The 
country owing now nearly one hundred 
million, will, at the end of another yenr, owe 
six or seven hundred millions of money; and 
even provided you get the money, at the end 
of another year that debt will be doubled, 
! and the revenues that you will get from your 
1 tariff will not ni'se money enough at the end 
of two years to pay the interest on your pub- 
lic debt. In the mean time your commerce 
is destroyed, your trade broken down, every 
industrial pursuit, every material interest de- 
! stroyed, your people are thrown out of 
I employment, the workshop* closed, your 
shipping rotting; every art of peace, 
I and everything that is calculated to 
! make ft people great, free, prosperous. 
I and happy, will be prostrated, and what will 
j yon have done? Will you have reunited the 
| Slates? No. sir; yon never can reunite them 
j by the sword. You will have butchered hun- 
dreds of thousands of your countrymen. 
There will be thousands of widows and or- 
phans made upon both sides. You may sack 
cities, you may burn houses, you may cut 
throats for twenty years, and you will never re- 
instftte States and reconstruct and reform this 
I'nion by thnt course. 1 tell you, Senators, 
it is madness to think of it. 

It is our duty, then, so far from approving 
what the President lias done, by our votes, to 
give that distinguished magistrate » stern re- 
buke for the power that he has assumed; for 
the violence be has done to the Constitution 
of his countrymen. We should tell him that 
we consider that our liberties are held by vir- 
tue of the supremacy »f the laws, and in no j 
other way; and that we will allow no magis- j 
tratc, with impunity, to violate the Constitu- 
tion and the laws of the land without giving , 
him a stern rebuke. 

1 believe it was the custom in the free com- 
monwealth of Athens to decree all her mag- j 
| istrates who did not administer her govern- j 
I inent, or execute the functions of the govern- 
ment according to law, to be tyrants; and [ 
] it was well done, for that people knew that 
I liberty dwelt only under the shelter of the su- 
j p.remacy of law. One of the most alarm- 
[ ing symptoms to my mind of these troubled 
I times is that although such bold, palpa- 
ble, and unmistakable violations of the 
Constitution of the country have been com-! 
mined, with the Legislatures of sixteen or sev- 
enteen States of this Union in session, I huve 
not seen n single legislative resolve cen- 
I suring the Chief Magistrate for his conduct. 
! It appea'rs as if the spirit of liberty that ani- I 
! mated our ancient sires had departed, when 
j we behold men ready to sec the Constitution 
1 of their country overturned, and throw up 
1 their huts and shout praises to him who does 
I the deed. To my mind it is a most fearful in- I 
j dioation of the degeneracy of the times in 
Which we are. 

We hear from the other sideof nothing but 
war and carnage ; we hoar nothing of peace : ; 
we hear nothing of compromise. Senators say 
they have used the word "compromise" for the 
last time. I believe no one could make that 
announcement but the Senator from Oregon; 
for if any of the other gentlemen on that side | 
were in a compromising mood I did not dis- j 
cover it last winter when the votes were ta- 
ken. Notwithstanding thnt, I yet hope we 
may 6ettle this question peaceably. Let us ' 
cease these hostilities for the present. Let us 
make nn effort for adjustment. We certainly 
never shall accomplish it unless we make an 
effort. Let us make every effort we can. and 
if we fail we shall have discharged our duty. 

If there is one thing in our constitution to 
contradistinguish it from others, it is that the 
military power of this Government is kept 
subordinate to the civil. Hero we find the 
President of the United States subordinating 
the civil to the military, reversing the thing; 
and yet, sir. I suppose we shall find Senators 
voting for it. What would have been the 
opinions of your fathers and mine, if it had 
been proposed to them that they should ap- 
prove of the acts of a magistrate, when, con- 
trary to the law and the Constitution of the! 
country, he had subordinated the civil to the 
military authority T The military authority 
should bo governed by and in obedience and i 
in subordination to the civil autbthority. Tho 
Constitution and the genius of our Govern- 
ment there place it. The President'ofthe United 
States has seen fit, by his acts, that are recited 
in this joint resolution, to say differently, and : 
we are called upon here to legalize, to ratify. ' 
even to approve, these acts. I trust that the 
American Senate will never be sodegenerate. 

I have spoken longer than I supposed or 
expected. My single object was to state very 
briefly the reasons why I could not vote for 
the resolution. I had no expectation of satis- 
fying Senators on the other side that they 
should, with me, vote against it; but I felt it 
to be my duty to myself ; 1 fell it due to the 
gallant State which I represent; I felt it due 
to every one who loves constitutional liberty, 
to raise my voice against the overthrow of the 
Constitution of my country.

federal forces at Cairo, in Illinois, or to dis- 
turb any otherwise the peaceful attitude of 
; Kentucky with reference lo the deplorable 
war HoW wasring Lelweeii the United States 
' and the Confederate States. And whereas, 
Dumwous applications from like good citizens 
of this Commonwealth have alsc. been made 
t.> me, praying me to issue a proclamation 
' forbidding the occupation of any post or place, 
o» the march over our sacred soil by anv 
force of the •Vnited States for any purpose. 
And whereas, it is made fully evident, bv 
I every indication of public sentiment, that it 
I is the determined purpose of the good people 
I of Kentucky to maintain, with courageous 
; firmness, the lixed position of n lf-deieiise, 
proposing or intending no invasion or ag-

I. BBRIAH UAGOFFUt, 
Governor of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, and Commander-in-Chief of all her 
military forces, on land or water, have i--ued 
this my proclamation, hereby notifying and 
warning all other States, whether separate or 
united, and especially tho "United Slates 
and the '■Confederate States," that 1 solemnly 
forbid any movement upon thu soil of Ken- 
tucky or the occupation of any port, post, or 
place whatever within tho lawful boundary 
and jurisdiction of this State, by any of the 
forces under the orders of the States afore- 
said, for any purpose whatever, until author- 
ized by invitaiioii or permission of the Leg- 
islative and Executive authorities of this 
State previously granted. I also hereby especi- 
ally aud solemnly forbidall good citizcnsol this 
Commonwealth, whether incorporated in the 
'State Guard or otherwise, making any war- 
like or hostile demonstrations w hatevcrngainst 
any of the authorities aforesaid, carne-tly re- 
questiug all citizens, civil and military, to be
